Dear Sir:—The Board of Public Works 
would respectfully represent that the 
city, prior to December 31, 1901, entered 
into contract for the construction of cer- 
tain sewer work, as follows, to-wit: 

With J. E. Voorhees & Co. for the con- 
struction of a pipe sewer in Buckeye 
street from Thirteenth street east, 1630 
feet, known as the Stamping Mili sewer, 
for the sum of $2,535.75. The sewer has not 
been completed, owing io a scarcity of 
material. The sum of $1,190.00 of the con- 
tract price has been paid, leaving a bal- 
ance of $1,315.75 to be paid. In addition 
to the balance due on the contract price, 
the sum of $17.50 is due for inspection on 
the work already done; extras on the sew- 
er will amount to about $75.00, $50.00 of 
which amount is for one new catch basin, 
and $25.00 for one new inlet; additional in- 
spection on the work to be done before 
the sewer is completed will cost about 
$7.50L—making the total amount due оп 
said sewer, including inspection and ex- 
tras, $1,445.75. 

The Board further represents that a 
contract has been entered into with Jesse 
Robertson for the construction of a pipe 
sewer jn Eighth and Ninth streets from 
Poplar to Walnut streets, for the sum of 
$896.76; extras on this sewer will amount 


to about $50.00, and inspection оп the 
sewer will cost about $50.00, making 
the total cost of the sewer, $996.76. The 


sewer has not been constructed owing to 
the unfavorable weather conditions, but 
will be constructed as soon as the weath- 
er moderates and conditions are favor- 
able. On December 31, 1901, there was 


an unexpended balance in the sewer ac- 
count of $2,567.97. 

The Board would therefore respectfully 
recommend that the sum of $2,442.51 be 
held out of sajd balance for the purpose 
of paying the cost of construction of sald 


two sewers, already contracted for. 

The Board further represents that the 
improvement of Cherry street from Sec- 
ond to Ninth streets will cost the city 
about $5,027.21 for street intersections; 
that the improvement of Liberty Avenue 
from  Twenty-second to Twenty-fifth 
streets will cost the city $355.06, and that 
the improvement of the sidewalks on 
Fourth street from Locust street to 
Fourth avenue will cost the city about 
$15.34, making а total cost of  25,397.58— 
which amount will have to be pald out of 
the Street Intersection Account, the un- 
expended balance in said Street Intersec- 
tion Account, December 31, 191, was 
$6,099.09. 

The Board would therefore respectfully 
recommend that the sum of $5,397.58 be 
held over out ot said balance to pay thig 
expense, all of which was contracted for 
prior to December 31, 1901.

It has been tke policy of the Board, as 
far as possible, to place an electric light 
at each of the churches in the city but 
Owing to the lack of funds and the num- 
ber of churches, it has not been possible 
to do so dn every instunce. The Board, 
however, believes that an electric light 
should be placed at the corner of Eighth 
and Ohio streets for ihe aid and protec- 
tion of those attending divine services at 
the German Reformed Church. 

The appropriation for the year 1902 for 
street lights is not sufficient to pay the 
expense of maintaining a light at this 
point in addition to the number of lights 
which the city now has, and the lights

Gentlemen:—The Street Improvement 
Fund, which consists of monies paid in 
by property owners to pay bonds and cou- 
pons issued for street improvement un- 
der the ten year plan, has on the first 
of this year a balance of $2,565.76 and on 
the first of February, 1902 bonds and cou- 
pons fall due amounting to $4,244.27, leav- 
ing a deficit of $1,678.51 to be provided 
for, as the Spring payment from property 
owners is usually small until the months 
of April and May, or else the bonds and 
coupons will be repuddated, to the great 
discredit of the city and injury {о her 
financial standing, for while these bonds 
are guaranteed by the property interest- 
ed, on which they could be foreclosed by 
the bondholders, and the city, as defined 
by the law, merely acts as agent for both 
bondholder and property owner, yet they 
are issued by the city and bear the signa- 
ture of the Mayor and Clerk and are, to 
at least а moral extent, an evidence of 
the city's good faith and credit. The 
cause of the deficit is the failure of inter- 
ested property owners to pay their  as- 
sessments when due and the City Treas- 
urer informs me he intends to sell all 
property delinquent for street improve- 
ment, to any extent, next month and is 
now preparing a list of such  delinquen- 
cles. I submit an ordjnance appropriat- 
ing $1,800.00 for the use of the Street Im- 
provement Fund and recommend that it 
be passed by your Honorable Body, for 
the protection of the eity's credit, with 
the understanding that the money will be 
returned in April or May of this year 
from the Street Improvement Fund to the 
General Fund.

I herewith submit to you the report of the different Departments of the City, 
from January 1, 1901, to December 31, 1901, inclusive. 

The said reports give a full and complete statement of the condition of the 
various departments of the city government, and give a full account of all moneys 
received and paid out by the departments, together with a full statement of the 
financial Condition of the city at the present time. 


SEWERS. 


As will be seen by the report of the Board of Public Works, there was about 
$20,000.00 expended in the building of lateral sewers,—said sewers being built at 
the places where most needed. There is a pressing demand for other lateral 


sewers in different parts of the city, which are badly needed and should receive 
attention.

STREETS AND SIDEWALKS. 


During the year 1901, Seventh street from Cherry street to Hulman street was 
resurfaced, and Seventh street from Cherry street to the Vandalia Railroad was 
repaired, and the entire street from the Big Four Railroad to Hulman street is in 
very satisfactory condition. 

Al! the other asphalt streets were repaired and placed in first class condition. 

Other streets were improved by grading and gravelling wherever there was a 
general demand by the property owners for such improvements. 

The contract for paving Cherry street from Second to Ninth streets, was let to 
the lowest bidder, in the month of July, and on account of a disagreement between 
the contractors and the material men there was considerable delay which prevent- 
ed the completion of the street before theweather became such that the work could 
not progress, but such steps have been taken by the Board of Public Works, as 
have insured the Completion of the work as soon as the weather will permit the 
work to be done. 

The streets of the city have been kept in clean and good condition during the 
entire year, and the city has, in compliance with the Act of the Legislature of 
1901, paid to the laborers on the streets twenty cents per hour, and to teams 
three dollars per day,—eight hours constituting one day. The men employed on 
the streets have performed thelr work well, and the streets have been kept clean 
and in a better condition than. they have ever been. 

I heartily approve the payment to the laborers the amount fixed by the Statute, 
though it has added a material increase in the expenditure of the Street Cleaning 
Department, as will be seen by a reference to the report of the Board of Public 
Works under the heading of “Street Cleaning," and also in the report of the Su- 
perintendent of Streets. 

Notwithstanding the increase in pay to the laborers on the streets, and nct- 
withstanding the fact that the streets have been kept in'a'better condition the last 
three years than they have been in any year in the ten preceeding years, yet the 
expenses of the Department have been greatly reduced. 

There were а good many sidewalks improved during the year 1901, аз is 
shown by the report of the Board of Public Works. No sidewalks were ordered 
improved except where there was a strong petiticn in favcr of the improvoment 
of such walks. 

FINANCES. 


The financial condition of the city is fully set out in the report of the Comp- 
troller. The report is very full and shows the city is in a first class financial 
очам having an available balance of $22,461.76 on the Ist day of January, 
902 

The bonded indebtedness of the city cannot be reduced more than $14,000.00 
per year until the year 1906, at which time bonds in the sum of $40,000.00 may 
be redeemed. After the year 1906, no bonds can be redeemed until the year 1015. 
The reduction of $14,000.00 per year on our bonded indebtedness is the payment 
of bonds which provide that such sum shall be paid each year until all said tonds 
are paid. 

The bonded indebtedness of the city of Terre Haute is $245,000.0(0, and the 
floating indebtedness of the city із $6,009.00 making a total indebtedne:s of 
$351,000.00. 

There has been a gradual reduction of taxes each year for the last three years. 
The tax rate in 1808 was $1.22; in 1899, $1.18; in 1900, $1,14, and the tax rate 
for 1901 is $1.08, thus showing a reduction of fourteen .cents ($.14) on the one 
hundred dollars, in less than three years. : 


FRANCHISES. 


As I have stated in former annual re ports, nearly every city. is demandirg ant 
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is receiving compensation for franchises to individuals and corporations. It is 
now almost the universal practice of ever y city to charge for franchises granted. 
1 can see no reason why those who ask for a public franchise should not pay a 
reasonable compensation to the public for the grant of such franchise. 


CEMETERIES. 


The city controls two cemeteries, Highland Lawn and Woodlawn. During 
the year 1901 both cemeteries have been greatly improved. At Highland Lawn a 
new pumping station has been erected, with sufficient capacity to supply water for 
years to come. Тһе roadways have also been improved. 

Highland Lawn cemetery produCes a revenue which more than sustains it and 
the Woodlawn cemetery,—the receipts from Woodlawn cemetery being very small 
as all the lots have! been sold heretofore. The fees received by the Superintendent 
have all been turned into the City Treasury, and they are nearly suffiicient to pay 
the ordinary running expenses of the cemeteries. 


PARKS. 


During the year 1901 a great numberof trees in Collett Park were blown down 
during a very severe storm. Other trees have been planted in the ground, so that 
the Park may still remain a beautiful and shady spot where the citizens may visit 
with pleasure. 

I recommend that further improvements be made in the Park, and especially 
that a permanent refreshment stand be built. 

I cannot, but highly, commend the gratuitous services of Mr. Thomas Naylor 
and orchestra, in furnishing free of Cost, music during the summer of 1901. 


CREM ATORY. 


All of the garbage of the city has been burned at the Crematory during the 
year 1901. 

The services of the crematory have been better during said year than ever be- 
fore. A great many improvements have been made by the Superintendent of the 
Crematory and his assistant, who are competent furnace men and have operated 
the crematory better than it ever has been operated heretofore, and at a much less 
expense. iy

WATER. 
1 am now, as I have always been, in favor of the city owning the Water Works. 
POLICE DEPARTMENT. 


The control of the Police Department is in the hands of the Board of Metro- 
politan Police Commissioners, consisting of three members, appointed by the Gov- 
ernor of the State of Indiana, and will remain so until September, 1902. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


I recommend that a fire house be built on the lots owned by the City on the 
corner of Nineteenth and Wabash avenue. 

А complete history of the fire department will be found in the report of the 
22 of Public Safety and the report of the Superintendent of the Fire Depart- 
ment. 

The department is well managed and the men are in good discipline. 

The fire alarm system of the city is now almost perfect. There has been less 

trouble in receiving alarms than ever before. 
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DEPARTMENT OF PUBLI'? HEALTH AND CHARITIES. 


I refer you to the report of the Board of Public Health and Charities for a 
complete statement of thelr actions in matters that came before them. The city 
is now almost free from contagious diseases. The Board of Public Health and 
Charities have been active and efficient in the performance of their duties. 


CONCL USION. 


I desire to thank the members of the City Council, and each and all the offi- 
cers and employes of the city, for the diligent manner in which they have рет- 


formed their respective duties.

All of the litigation of the city is in a 
very satisfactory condition. 

I desire to thank the members of the 
Common Council, and all the officers and 
employees of the city for their hearty co- 
Gperation and assistance in all matters 
under my jurisdiction.

It is the object of the Board, in this report, to set out in 
detail, the actions and proceedings of the Board inall matters 
which have come before the Board for consideration, and the 
work that has been performed by the varions Departments 
over which the Board has contro’, 

It has been the object of the Board in all cases to be fair, 
just and impartial in all its transactions, and to advance and 
protect the interests of the citizens and tax-payers at all times. 
All decis:ons which have been arrived at by the Board, and 
all orders which have been issued, have been arrived at and 
issued, only after all matters connected therewith had been 
thoroughly investigated, and when it was plain to the Board 
that the interests of all concerned could not be served as well, 


by acting in any other manner, 
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Meetings of the Board 


The Board meets in executive session 
from nine o’clock a. m. to five o'clock 
p. m., on Mondays, Wednesdays and 
Fridays of each week, for the purpose 
of transacting all official business. ' The 
remainder of the week is devoted ta out- 
side work, such as sewers, streets, alleys, 
lights, and all outside improvements. 


STREETS 


During the year 1901, several streets 
were improved, and many petitions were 
received asking for street improvements. 

The paving of Cherry street was com- 
menced but has not been completed. 

Seventh street from Hulman to Cherry 
streets was resurfaced, under ‘contract 
with the Barber Asphalt Paving Com- 
pany. 

A detailed account of these improve- 
ments is set out further on in this re- 
port. 

Street improvement in this city has 
heen delayed in some respects, by the 
lack of the proper sewerage facilities. 

The condition of the sewerage facili- 
tles is a very essential element In pro- 
ceeding with street improvements, and it 
is generally the case in making street 
Improvements, that the fact, if it is a 
fact, that the street to be improved has 
not the proper sewerage facilities, is in- 
variably cited as a most emphatic rea- 
son why the street should not be im- 
proved. 

This lack of proper sewerage facilities 
has been the cause of several streets not 
being improved after petitions had been 
received asking for improvement. 

It is probable that street {moprove- 
ments will continue at a more rapid rate, 
from now on, than has heen the case in 
the last year, and several streets in the 
city which are in neea of improvement 
y probably be improved at an early 

ate. 


CHASE STREET. 


On the 22nd of April. 1901, а petition 
was filed with the Board for the im- 
provement of Chase street from 1448 to 
16th streets, by grading and gravelling, 
curbing the roadway with stone curb, 
and paving the sidewalks with cement 
concrete. 

The street is in bad condition and is 
in need of improvement, but upon inves- 
tigation. the Board found that the sew- 
erage facilities of the street would have 
to he bettered before the desired im- 
Provements could һе ordered. For this 
reason the improvement was not ordered

CHERRY STREET. 
As indicated In our report for the year 
1900, the improvement of Cherry diee 


om 2nd to 9th streets, was commenced 
and while the Improvement has not been 


00 ЖЕР” . uae 


completed it has nevertheless progressed 
to a degree which insures its completion 
this coming spring. 

The following is a detailed account of 
the proceedings of this Board, in the 
matter of this improvement: 

December 3, 1900, а petition was filed 
with the Board signed by eight (8) prop- 
erty owners on Cherry street, asking 
that the street be improved from 2nd to 
9th streets by paving the roadway with 
prick, and by improving the sidewalks. 

On the 20th day of February, 1901, a pe- 
tition was filed with the Board, signed 
by fifteen (15) property owners on Cherry 
street, asking that the street be im- 
proved from 2nd to 9th streets, by pav- 
ing the roadway with creosoted wooden 
blocks. This petition was signed by one 
of the parties who had previously signed 
the petition for brick pavement, the said 
party having afterwards decided in fav- 
or of creosoted block. This reduced the 
actual number of signers on the petition 
for brick to seven (7); the petition for 
creosoted block had fifteen (15) signa- 
tures, or more than twice the number 
of signatures for brick. The number of 
signers for  creosoted block being by 
eight (8) in excess of the number for 
brick, the Board granted the prayer of 
the petition for creosoted block, and ad- 
opted Improvement Resolution No. 6, 
providing for said improvement. The 
City Engineer was instructed to prepare 
plans and specifications for said im- 
provement. қ 

Ав required by General ordinance No. 
5, under which all street Improvements 
аге now made, the Board then adver- 
tised the adoption of said resolution, and 
specified Friday, the 3rd day of May, 
1901, from two to four o'clock p. m., as 
the day on which objections would be 
heard as to why said  jmprovement 
should not be made. 

On this day, which was the proper and 


legal time to remonstrate against the 
improvement, but one property owner 
on Cherry street, Mr. Jehu Lewis, ap- 


peared before the Board to remonstrate. 
Mr. Lewis remonstrated against the 
creosoted block, and said that he pre- 
ferred brick from 7th to 9th streets; he 
was the only property owner affected by 
sajd improvement, to appear before the 
Board and remonstrate. 

Previous to this, however, two remon- 
strances were filed with the Board 
against the improvement of certain por- 
tions of the street; these remonstrances 
represented only a small portion of the 
property owners on the whole street. 

There being fifty-two (52) property 
owners affected by the Improvement,and 
Mr. Lewis being the only property own- 
er to remonstrate against the improve- 
ment, as above set out, the Board con- 
firmed the original resolution. 

The Board then prepared the roll of 
assessments of benefits and damages. 

Notices were then served by the Police 
Department on each and every one of 
said property owners, giving the  esti- 
mated cost to each piece of property 
for making said improvement, and speci- 
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fying the 17th day of June, from 11 
o'clock a. m. to 4 o'clock p. m., as the 
day when objections would be heard to 
the amounts of said assessments, all of 
which was in accordance with the provi- 
gions of said General Ordinance No. 5. 
In accordance with said notice, the 
Board was in session on said 17th day of 
June, from 1i o'clock a. m. to 4 o'clock 
p. m., to hear objections to the amounts 
Of said assessments. On said day on!y 
twenty-eight (28) out of fifty-two (52) 
property owners on the street, appeared 
before the Board in regard to said im- 
provement. Out of this number of 
twenty eight (28), a total of eighteen (18) 
objected to the amounts of their assess- 
ments, and ten (10) expressed themselves 
as being satisfied with the amounts of 
the assessments, but had different views 
regarding the nature of the improve- 
ment. Тһе majority of those who ар- 
peared before the Board on this date, 
"were opposed to the kind of the improve- 
ment, but these objections should have 
been filed with the Board on the 3rd day 
of May, and according to the provisions 
of the improvement ordinance could not 
be considered at this time. 

There being only eighteen (18) out of 
fifty-two (52) who objected to the 
amounts of the assessments, the assess- 
ment roll was approved and confirmed. 

The following bids were received June 
15, 1901, for making said improvement, 
according to plans and specifications, 
which included the creosoted wooden 
blocks, the concrete sidewalks and the 
Parkhurst combined curb and gutter; 
(said Parkhurst combined gurb and gut- 
ter having been specified in response to 
a special petition filed April 5, 1901, ask- 
ing for the same):—

The bid of Messrs. Erler and Peter be- 
jng the lowest and best bid submitted, 
the same was accepted by the Board, 
and the contract for said improvement 
was awarded to said firm. 

Said contractors have filed a construc- 
tion bond on said street in the sum of 


$27,177.49, and a guaranty bond іп the 
sum of $3,623.67. Said bonds were ap- 
proved. and the work on said improve- 


ment was commenced. but owing to 
some disagreement between the contrac- 
tors for said improvement. and the ma- 
terial men. the completion of the work 
thas been delayed. 


For further particulars regarding this 


‘improvement, see the report of the City 


Engineer. 
FIFTH STREET. 

On January 31, 1901, a petition was filed 
with the Board asking that Fifth 
street be opened from Washington Ave- 
nue to Osborne street. 

The Board duly considered said peti- 
tion and after investigating the matter 
decided that the City could not order 
the opening of the street at that time. 


for the reason that the conditions  at- 
tending such opening were such that the 
damages would be too great, and for the 
further reason that the parties who 
would be most benefited by the opening 
could not be assessed, for the same, аъ 
they were outside of the city, апа not 
within the jurisdiction of the Board, as 
regards assessments in the matter of 
condemnation proceedings. 

Asphalt Pavement— 


In accordance with the contract en- 
tered into in November, 1900, with the 


Barber Asphalt Paving Company, the 
asphalt pavement on Fifth street, both 
north and south, was repaired and

FOURTH AVENUE. 


A petition has been filed with the Board 
asking for the opening of Fourth Ave- 
nue, from Seventh street to Lafayette 
Avenue. The Board has investigated 
the petitlon, and has it now under con- 
sideration.

FOURTH STREET. 


South Fourth street is one of the 
streets of the city which should be 
paved. The Jack of proper sewer facili 
ties which has been the main objection 
against the paving of the street, was en- 
tirely eliminated by the construction of 
a pipe sewer іп the street from Swan 
Street to Osborne street in the spring or 
1900. "This sewer has been down now. 
almost two years, and the roadway has 
entirely settled back to its former condi- 
tion. Тһе street js one of the prettiest 
streets in the city today, the recent im- 
provements in the way of sidewalks 
and curbing, having greatly improved its 
general appearance. and it lacks only 
paving to make it the equal of any street 
in the city. 

Petitions were filed with the Board ask- 


ing that the paving of the street be 
postponed until 1902. The prayer of 
these petitions was granted and the 
matter delayed unti! this vear. It is 


probable that the matter of the improve- 

ment will be taken up at an early date. 

FOURTEENTH AND ONE HALT 
STREET. 


On March 8, 1901, a petition was fiied 
with the Board asking for the improve- 
ment of Fourteenth and One-half street 
from Chestnut to Sycamore streets by 
graveling the roadway,curbing the samc 
with stone curb and paving the  side- 
walks with cement concrete. The 
prayer of the petitlon was granted. Im- 
provement resolution No. 7. providing 
for and said improvement. was ado»ted 
April 8, 1901. Plans and specitications 
were prepared and submitted by the 
City Engineer. 1 
July 26, 1901, the fcilowing bids were 
received for making said improvement:— 
Grant Forbes:— $ 1,198.00; 
Joseph W. Lee:—For improving read- 
way $718.29; stone curb and corners. 
per linear ft $.37; concrete walks ner 
Square ft. $.11. ? 
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Thomas Mulvihill; $1,600.00. 

The bid of Mr. Grant Forbes being the 
lowest and best bid submitted, was ac- 
-epted, and the contract for said work 
was awarded to said Forbes. 

The improvement has been completed 
and the work accepted. This improve- 
ment was made in a locality where it 
was badly needed апа w!l prove of 
much benefit to adloining property. 


LAFAYETTE AVENUE 


Lafayette Avenue, one of the leading 
thoroughfares of the city, still remains 
unpaved. As stated in the report of the 
Board for the year 1900, thls Avenue is 
one of the most heavily travelled streets 
in the city. The traffic over it has been 
increased, more or less, during the last 
year by reason of the new manufactur- 
ing industries which have located іп the 
northeastern part of the city. 

The street, if paved, would be of great 
assistance to the general public traffic, 
and would aid materially in reducing the 
cost of cleaning the paved streets, for 
the reason that if it was paved, the mud 
dirt ete., which is now carried onto the 
paved streets from Lafayette Avenue, 
would be left without the city limits. Hy 
reason of the position of the street and 
its established course, it is used during 


all seasons of the year, especially by 
those living on the north 
and northeast of the city 


LIBERTY AVENUE. 


The improvement of Liberty avenue 
from "'Twenty-second to Twenty-fifth 
streets, which was discussed to some ex- 
tent in the report of the Board for the 
T 1900, has been completed and accep- 
ed. 

Mr. Thomas Mulvihill was the con- 
tractor. The roadway was gravelled and 
graded, and a combined concrete curb 
and gutter put down. The street has 
been sewered for some time out as far 
as Twenty-fourth street and now it is 'm- 
proved out to Twenty-fifth street. This 
street is aiso used very much by those 
entering and ieaving the city from the 
east; the improvement will be of great 
advantage to, and will no doubt be ћіећ- 
ly appreciated by them. The new 
manufacturing industries in the north 
and the northeast parts of the city have 
been the cause of a great amount of 
building in that part of the city, which 
has resulted in the street heing used a 
great деа! more than was formerly the 
case, The improvement is therefore of 
great advantage and benefit to those 
living and working in this vicinity. 

The total cost of the improvement was 
33,452.05. 

POPLAR STREET. 

On the 16th дау of July, 1901, a petition 
was filed with the Board, signed by nine 
Property owners, asking for the pave- 


ment of Pop'ar street from Sixth street 
to the E. and Т. Н. Railroad Company's 
tracks. 

On August 22, 1900. а remonstrance to 
said paving was received, signed by eigh- 


teen property owners. 

At the present time the Board !s con 
sidering the matter of paving the street 
and the matter may be taken up for fizal 
action at an early date. 

The street, on ccount of its importance 
and use, should be paved. it is the most 
heavily travelled street south о? wa- 
bash avenue, and the equal of any street 
north. Furthermore, it is one of th- 
principal thoroughfares of the city, ex- 
tencing, as it does, from the city limits 
on the west іс the city limits on the 
east. As it intersects all streets runninz 
south from Wabash avenue the mud, dirt 
etc., is carried from it by the many wag- 
ons and vehicles travelling over it, onto 
the paved streets. 

The sewerage facllities along the street 
are of the best and, in fact, there is real- 
ly no good reason why the street should 
not be paved. 


SEVENTH AVENUE. 


The improvement of Seventh Avenue 
from Lafayette Avenue to Thirteenth 
Street, by gravelling the roadway, curb- 
ing the same with stone curb and pav- 
ing the sidewalks with cement concrete, 
was taken up for consideration hy the 
Board, & petitlon having been flled, ask- 
ing for such improvement. The im- 
provement had to be adandoned on ac- 
count of the lack of proper sewerage fac- 
llitles. The sewerage conditions were 
such, as to preclude all improvements 
without first remedying the conditions. 
This improvement is being considered by 
the Board, at the present time. 

The appropriation for sewers for the 
year 1901, was such that there was not 
sufficient money in the account to admit 
of the construction of a sewer їп this 
vicinity, and if the streets in this part 
of the city are to be improved, as 18 de- 
sired by the property owners, the neces- 
Sary appropriation to cover the expense 
of building such sewer will have to be 
made, and the sewer built. before the 
streets can he improved If the neces- 
sary appropriation for the construction 
of the sewer Is made. the Board wil! pro- 
ceed with the improvement and complete 
the same this year. 

(See the report of the City Engineer.) 


SEVENTH STREET. 


The contract entered into with the 
Barber Asphalt Paving Company, in No- 
vember. 1900, for the resurfacing of Sev- 
enth street from Hulman street to W'a- 
bash Avenue. has been fully carried .ut 
In al! respects, and the street, which “ог 
awhile. was a drawback to the city `n 
account of its dangerous and unsafe c m- 
oom is new really a credit to the 

У. 

The work was done very thoronghtr, 
and was un to the snee'fications in ev- 
ery particular. The stre-t was inspected 
by the City Engineer and the Board and 
accepted, t 

Seventh street from Ckerrv street to 
the tracks of the Vandalia railroad en 
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рау was repaired, as per contract en- 
tered into with said Barber Asphalt 
Paving Company. These repairs 
consisted in resurfacing the bro- 
ken places in the street, with new as- 
phalt, at the places and to the extent in- 
Gicated by the City Engineer; no foun- 
dation or binder course was put in. 

On May 15, 1901, the Board entered into 
a special contract with the said Barber 
Asphalt Paving Company, for the entire 
resurfacing of Seventh street from Wa- 
bash Avenue to a point 18 feet north of 
the center line of Cherry street. 

Before this resurfacing was done, thjs 
b:igek from Wabash Avenue to Cherry 
street was one of the most unsafe and 
dangerous places along the entire Sev- 
enth street pavement; the asphalt was 
entirely worn away in many places, and 
the concrete foundation exposed to the 
heavy traffic. The Board in investigat- 
ing the matter, decided that it would be 
more safe and economic to have this 
part of the street resurfaced, rather than 
repalred. The work was done for the 
sum of $110 per square yard. and like 
the pavement on south Seventh street, is 
guaranteed for a perlod of ten (10) vears 
from the date of the acceptance of the 
work. 

The condition of the entire street from 
the Big Four railroad tracks to Hulman 
street is very satisfactory. 


STXTH AVENUE. 


On March 18 1901, a petition signed by 
six property owners on Sixth Avenue 
from Seventh to Twelfth streets was re- 
ceived, asking that the street be {m- 
proved between said points by grading 
and gravelling the roadway, and paving 
the sidewalks with cement concrete. 

A remonstrance against the proposed 
improvement was filed March 27, 1901. 
The prayer of the remonstrance was 
granted. in respect to the improvement 
from Ninth street, east, only, on account 
of the sewerage conditions, the Board 
thinking at the time that the improve- 
men could probably be made from 7th 
to 9th streets. After further investiga- 
tlon, however, the Poard found that the 
improvement could not be made at all 
witheut a sewer being constructed ta 
provide for surface drainage. and until 
this sewer is МИН, it will not be either 
wise, or economic, to proceed with any 
Street improvements. 

If necessary appropriation is made for 
the building of this sewer, the Board 
will proceed immediately to build the 
sewer and complete the improvement. 


TWENTY FIRST STREET. 


A petition was filed with the Board, 
asking that Twenty-first street be op- 
ened across the tracks of the Terre 
Haute and Indianapolis Railroad Com- 
pany; said petition was signed by thirty 
property owners. 

The matter was taken up by the Board. 
and the City Attorney was instructed to 


examine into the matter. 

At the time of making this report the 
matter has progressed to such an extent, 
that it is an asSurred fact that tne street 
wui be opened. 


TWENTY-FIFTH STREET. 


A petition was filed with the Board on 
the 6th of March, 190, asking that 
Twenty-Fifth street be improved from 
Wabash Avenue to the tracks of the 
Terre Haute and Indianapois  Raliroad 
Company, by grading and graveliing the 
roadway. The petition provided for the 
city paying one-half the expense, not to 
exceed $300.00, the other one-half to be 
paid by Harrison township. 

The petition was not granted, for the 
reason that the. improvement, as the 
matter was presented to the Board, was 
not to be made in the permanent man- 
ner in accordance with the general plan 
of improvements pursued by the elty. 
and for the further reason that the pe- 
tition provided for the payment of one- 
half the expense by the city out of its 
general fund, and not by assessing the 
abutting property owners. 


GRADES OF STREETS. 


During the year 1901, grades were es- 
tablished on the following streets:— 

Eagle street from the Wabash River 
to the tracks of the Т. Н. and íi. Rail- 
road company. 

Eighth street from Hulman street to 
Lafayette Avenue. 

Fourteenth street from Wabash  Ave- 
nue to Locust street. 

Maple Avenue from Seventh street to 
Thirteenth street. 

Mulberry street from the Wabash Riv- 
er to the tracks of the T. H. and I. Rall- 
road Company. 

Ninth street from Spruce street to Laf- 
ayette avenue. 

Sycamore street from Thirteenth to 
Fourteenth streets. 

Twentieth street from Wabash Avenue 
to Liberty Avenue. 

Petitlons were filed asking that grades 
be established on the following streets:— 

Fourteenth street from Wabash Ave- 
nue to College avenue. 

Idaho street from Seventh street to the 
Lockport road. 

Locust street from Wabash River to 
Thirteenth street. 

Seventh street from Tippecanoe street 
to Maple Avenue. 

Thirteenth and One-half street from 
Wahash Avenue to Crawford street. 

Twelfth street, from Wahash Avenue 
to the E. and Т. Н. Railroad. 

The nrayers of the petitions have bcen 
granted, and the City Engineer has been 
instructed to submit suitable grades. 


STREET CROSSINGS. 


The street crossings have been careful. 
ly looked after by the Superintendent of 
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Streets, and have been kept in good and 
safe condition. 

Repairs have been made where it was 
found possible to make the same, and 
new crossings have been put in where 
the old crossings were found to be be- 
yond repair. 

See report of Supt. of 
more detailed information. 


STREETS, (IN GENERAL.) 


Streets, for 


In general, the streets have been very 
faithfully looked after by the street de- 
partment, during the year. АП the 
streets have been Cleaned regularly in а 
very efficient manner. The work will 
be increased this year by reason of the 
completion of the improvement of Sev- 
enth street, and Cherry street. 

The general condition of the streets re- 
flects much credit on the efflclency of 
the street department, and is the best 
evidence of the work and attention 
which has been given the streets. 


STREET FAIR ASSOCIATION. 


The Terre Haute Street Fair Assocla- 
tion petitloned the Board for the use of 
the streets during Street Fair week. The 
petition was granted, with the distinct 
understanding that no nalls, or spikes, 
or anything else of such nature, be driv- 
еп into the paved streets, and that no 
injury of any kind be done. 


PAVED STREETS. 


In regard to the paved streets, we 
would again say that the cost of keeping 
the paved streets clean is due very much 
to the fact that the cross streets are 
very heavily travelled. and are mot 
paved, thus causing the dirt and various 


waste matter to be carried onto the 
paved streets. 
The general condition of the paved 


Streets, and the repairs made during the 
last year, are more fully set out іп the 
Teport of the City Engineer. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


We desire to fepeat our recommenda- 
tions of last year, that the tross streets 
between and Including Chestnut street 
and Poplar street from Second to Ninth 
Streets be paved. Such improvements 
will add vastly to the general appear- 
ance, beauty and progress of the city. 
hance the value of property. assist jn 
keeping the paved streets clean, and re- 
duce the cost thereof. , 

We further recommend the passage of 
an ordinance prohibiting persons from 
Sweeping the dirt, paper and waste ma- 
terial from their p'aces of husiness into 
the public streets. and further, that all 
persons be required to keep suitable 
receptacles for depositing such dirt. pa- 
per and waste material. in the rear of 
their places of business. 


Such a measure will provide against 


the streets being covered with dirt. ete.. 
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after they have been cleaned, and will 
add materlally to the general cleanliness 
of the city. 

All matters regarding street improve- 
ments have been examined into and in- 
vestigated in the best possible manner. 


Where it was possible to make 
improvements, the same have been 
made. Where it was found impos- 


sible to make improvements, or where if 
made, the same would not be permanent 
or satisfactory, the matter has been laid 
over for further consideration. 

All improvements have been thorough- 
ly up to the standard. and the work 
бопе in all cases is efficient and of a 
high character, 

We again refer to the reports of the 
City Engineer and the Superintendent of 
Streets, for a further and more detailed 
account of the different street improve- 


ALLEYS. 


The alleys in the city are in first class 
condition. They have been looked after 
very carefully during the year һу the 
street department, and have been kept 
as cl-an as possible. 


SANITARY CONDITION. 


The general sanitary condition of the 
alleys is satisfactory, in the highest de- 
gree, and reflects much credit upon the 
Board of Public Health and Charities, 
and the Sanitary Officers under their 
control. The general healthy condition 
of the city and the absence from it of 
all infectlons and contagious diseases is 
the best evidence of the vigilance and 
efficjency of the Sanitary force. 


GRADES. 


No petitions were recelved during the 
year asking for the establishing of 
grades in any of the alleys. No grades 
were established. 


CLEANING OF ALLEYS. 


We desire here to suggest to the prop- 
erty owners and citizens of the city that 
they can be of vast assistance to the 
Street Department of the clty, in keep- 
i^g alleys clean and sustaining the pres- 
61% high sanitary condition of the city. 
b. having all ashes, dirt, trash and re- 
fuse matter hanled away immediately, 
without waiting to be ordered to have it 
hauled away, or waiting until the alley 
is cleaned by the city. 

A more detalled account of these mat- 
ters will be found in the report of the 
Supt. of Streets and the Board of Public 
Health and Charities. 


SEEWRS. 


The sewerage system of the city was 
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materially increased during the year. All 
sewers have been built with a view or 
taking care of the surface drainage, and 
towards future extensions. They have 
been bullt in those places where they 
were most needed. The work has been 
cone in all cases by responsible parties 
and has been satisfactory in all respecta. 

With two exception, all sewers were 

pipe sewers; these exceptions are noted 

below. 

In all cases petitions have been re- 
ceived asking for the construction of the 
sewers which have been constructed. 

The sewers bullt during the year are

SEWERS INCORPORATED. 


і 
On August 28, 1901, a proposition was 
Submitted to the Board, by the terms of 
whieh, the original company which con- 
structed the private sewer known as the 
"Oak and Deming Street Sewer” agreed 
to transfer and assign said.sewer to the 
City о? Terre Haute, in consideration of 
the city accepting the same in writing 
and incorporating the same into the city 
sewer system of the city. 
The proposition was accepted, and the 
Sewer was incorporated into the city, 
sewer system. 


On September 30, 1901, a petition was 
received by the Board from the property 
owners in the square bounded by 7th St., 
Cherry street, Eighth street and Mul- 
berry street, asking that a resolution he 
udopted providing for a private sewer in 
the alley from Cherry to Mulberry be- 
tween 7th and 8th streets, and that plans 
and specifications for the same be pre- 
pared by the City Engineer. The prayer 
of the petition was granted and the City 
Engineer was instructed to prepare the 
plans and specifications, on the condi- 
tion that the property owners pay for 
the construction of thé sewer. After- 
wards. in November 11, 191. after the 
sewer had been constructed, said  prop- 
erty owners filed a petition with the 
Board stating that they were satisfied 
with the sewer as constructed, and ask- 
ing that it be accepted by the city from 
them and be incorporated into the City 
Sewer system of the city. The plans 
and specifications for the sewer were 
also filed with the petition. 

The prayer of the petition was granted, 
and the sewer was accepted and incor- 
porated into the city system of sewers. 


SEWER TAPS. 
The regular fee charged by the city for 
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tapping a sewer is $10.00, excepting in 
cases where those desiring to tap a sew- 
er live outside of the city limits. In 
these cases the fee Is $25.00. Тһе cost of 
sewer laterals is entirely separate and 
apart from this. 

The total number of sewer taps taken 
out during the year 1901 was 160; of this 
number three were taken out by parties 
living cutside the city limits; the total 
amount of fees collected for these taps 
was $1,645.00. From the sale of laterals, 
$126.89 was received, making a total of 
31.771 80 for sewer taps and laterais. 

This number does not include several 
special sewer taps which were granted 
to Churches, Hospitais and Charitable 
Institutions, free of charge.

We beg to refer you to the report of 
the City Engineer for information in de- 
tail in regard to the general sewer sys- 
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tem of the city. Тһе tabulated state- 
ment of the different sewers of the city 
included therein is of great value and 
information. 


SIDEWALKS. 


During the year 1901, there was a large 
amount of sidewaik improving made in 
the city. The work was done under a 
15, 30, or 60 days notice from the Board. 
Plans and specifications for the sidewalk 
improvements were prepared in every in- 
stance by the City Engineer, and placed 
on file in the office of the Board for the 
benefit of the property owners. The 
width of the walks varied from five to 
seven feet, and all improvements were 
ordered to be made of cement concrete. 
With but on or two exceptions all the 
improvements were ordered after peti- 
tions had been filed with the Board ask- 
ing for the same. The notices issued by 
the Board were served by the Superin- 
tendent of Streets in a careful and parti- 
cular manner. Al the property own- 
ers along the line of the proposed im- 
with in all cases by the property owners, 
but in the majority of cases the work 
was done. The notices stated that if the 
improvement was not made by the prop- 
erty owners as ordered in the notice, the 
city would take the matter up and make 
the improvement at the property owners' 
expense. In most cases the time limit 
given in which to make the improvement 
expired too late in the season for the 
city to proceed to make the im- 
provement at the property owners' 
expense: these improvements are now 
under the consideration of the Board, 
and will be made at an early date. 

The work done in all cases has been 
satisfactory, of good quality and in 
strict conformity to the plans and зрес!- 
fications. 


IMPROVEMENTS MADE UNDER NO- 
TICE FROM BOARD.

IMPROVEMENTS MADE BY PUBLIC 


Р CONTRACT. 


During the year 1900 the Board ordered 
the improvement of the sidewalks on 
Fourth street from Locust street to 
Fourth avenue, and on Fifth street from 
College avenue to Washington avenue. In 
Some cases the property owners failed to 
comply with the order of the Board. 
In accordance with General Ordinance 
No. 5, improvement resolutions were 
adopted providing for the improvement, 
and plans and specifications were prepar- 
ed by the City Engineer. Bids were re- 
ceived for the work, and in both cases 
the contracts were let to Messrs. Miller 
and Miller of this city. The work has 
not yet been completed, but will be as 
Soon as the season permits. 


MISCELLANEOUS IMPROVEMENTS. 


Seventh street across the right of way 
of the Terre Haute and Indianapolis 
Railroad Co.:— 

Order of the Board to the Railroad 
Company to improve its walks was com- 
plied with and the walks have been im- 
proved. 

Ninth street from the Т. Н. and I. R. Н. 
tracks to Spruce street:— 

Petition was filed with the Board ask- 
ing for the improvement of the walks; 
petition was granted. plans and specifica- 
tions were prepared by the City Engineer 
and the Railroad Co., was instrueted to 
make the improvement. Order of the 
Board was complied with and the walks 
improved by the Railroad Company. 
Tenth street from Beech street to Maple 

avenue :— 

These walks were improved in 1900 by 
Miler and Miller. During last year the 
walks were found to be defective in some 
places. The contractors were notified to 
repair the same and place them jn good 
and safe condition in accordance with 
their guaranty contract and bond. 


Eleventh street from Spruce to Locust 
streets:

was notified to repair certain defective 
places along the line of this tmprovement 
according to its guaranty agreement.

Close attention has been paid

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aloag to the condition of all the walks in 
the city, to see that they are kept іп 
good and safe condition. Where walks 
were found to be in a dangerous condi- 
tion, or unsafe, the property owners 
were immediately notified to repair the 
same. 

The Board would urge and recommend 
that the property owners make improve- 
ments when ordered to do so by the 
Board, and not force the city to make the 
improvement at their expense. The ad- 
vertising which must be done according 
to the provisions of the Improvement Or- 
dinance always amounts up to a consid- 
erable expense, which must be paid by 
the property owners. 

The amount of sidewalk 
made during the year is 
240.000 square feet. 

See the report of the Citv Engineer for 
further information regarding sidewalk 
improvements.

With but one or two exceptions, stone 
curbing was ordered put down. where the 
sidewalks were ordered improved. All 
curbing put down, was oolitic limestone. 
four inches wide and twenty-two inches 
deen. In а! cases where the property 
owners complied with the order of the 
Board to put down concrete walks. they 
also put down stone curbing; and, like 
the sidewalks. where the improvement 
with stone curbing has not been made 
where ordered by the Board, the curb 
will be put down bv the city at the ex- 
pense of the pronerty owners. 

A petition was filed with the Board ask- 
ing that Fourteenth street be improved 
from Wabash avenue to Locust street. 
bv curbing the roadwav with stone curb 
The petition was granted, and the im- 
provement ardered made. This is the 
only case, where the improvement made. 
consisted of curping alone. 

Tre total amount of curb nut down 
during the year is estimated at 36,960 lin- 
en! feet. 

In the improvement of Cherry street. 
the Parkhurst combined curb and gutter 
was nut down. 

In the improvement of Lihertv avenne

WATER MAINS 


Under the terms of the franchise of the 
Terre Haute Water Works Comnanv. 
the Comnanv is ertitled to pace one 
water n'ug for every 365 feet of water 
mains lajd. exeenting in cases where the 
Comnany has four suhserthers for water 
for domestic use in each square In which 
case the Comnary is entitled to nace o~e 


iat plug for every 500 feet of ma'ns 
aid. 
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The Company is allowed by contract 
310.00 per year rental for cach plug. 

The appropriation for water purposes 
for the year 1901, was only sufficient to 
pay for the plugs then in service. In 
consequence of this the Board was una- 
ble to grant the different petitions  re- 
ceived asking for the extension of water 
mains, and order the Company to extend 
the mains, unless some arrangement 
could be made with the Company by 
which there would be no increase in the 
cost to the City for water service if the 
mains were extended. 


The matter was taken up for considera- 
tion by Board with the Company, and a 
proposition was submitted by the Com- 
pany in which it agreed to extend its 
mains where ordered by the Board so to 
do, if it could procure water consumers 
for domestic use, to the extent of $50.00 
per year in each square; it 
was further agreed that the 
Company, in such cases, would waive its 
right to place an additional plug for 
every 365 or 500 feet of mains laid, and it 
was further agreed that the city should 
have the right to move plugs from differ- 
ent points in the city and place such 
plugs along the line of the new extension 
(the actual cost of moving and setting 
such plugs to be paid by the city.) 

In accordance with this agreement. the 
water mains were extended on Maple 
avenue from Twelfth street to Lafavette 
avenue. One water plug was ordered 
moved from the alley intersection on the 
south side of Chestnut street between 
Twelfth and Thirteenth streets, to ihe 
corner of Lafayette avenue and Maple 
avenue. 


The following three petitions asking 
for the extension of water mains were 
referred to the Water Works Company: 

Petition for the extension of mains on 
Chase street from Fourteenth to Fif- 
teenth streets. 


Petition signed by fifteen property own- 
ers for the extension of mains on Fif- 
teenth street from Liberty avenue to 
Locust street. 

Petition signed by 52 property owners 
residing on north First, Second, Third 
and Fourth streets from Hancock street 
to Maple avenue, asking that the mains 


be extended along said streets from 
Fourth and Hancock streets. 
This matter of the extension of the 


water mains becomes more important. as 
the city's growth increases and manu- 
facturing industries begin to locate here. 
This was especially emphasized in the 
case of the Weston Paper Mill at Nine- 
teenth and Chase streets. This plant, 
while entirely within the city limits, was 
quite a distance from the water mains. 
By special agreement the Water Works 
Company agreed to extend: its mains to 
the paper mill, and the city caused three 
water plugs to be moved and re'ocated 


along the line of such extension for the 
benefit of the paper mill and the neigh- 
The water plugs were 


borning property. 


removed as follows: One plug from Thir- 
teenth and the Т. H. and I. R .R. tracks; 
one plug from Fifth and Chestnut 
streets; and, one plug from Second and 
Park streets. These plugs were located 
as follows: One, at the southeast corner 
of Nineteenth and Chase streets; one, 
fifty feet west of the northwest corner of 
the paper mill; and one, at the southeast 
corner of the paper mill. This arrange- 
ment affords immediate protection to the 
paper mill, and places the city in the cor- 
rect position that, of doing all in its pow- 
er to afford the greatest safety and pro- 
tection to the different manufacturing 
jndustries locating here. 

In ап cases water plugs have 
been moved from one location to another. 
only after a thorough investigation of 
the matter by both the Board and the 
Chief of the Fire Force. Plugs have 
been removed only from those places, 
from which they could be removed with- 
out in any wav impairing the fire protec- 
tion of the adjoining property. 


PARKS. 


Colett Park was well taken care of 
and carefully looked after during the last 
year by the Board, and more especially 
by the Superintendent, Mr. Charles E. 
Snyder. The Superintendent gives the 
Park his entire time and attention; looks 
after everything; keeps the Park clean 
and in good order; looks after the plea- 
sure and enjoyment of those who seek 
the Park for recreation, and is always on 
hand: to preserve order and see that all 
behave themselves properly. and that no 
misconduct occurs. 


TREES. 


The storm of June 28, did а great 
amount of damage to the Park. About 
fifty trees in all, were either uprooted en- 
tirely, or partially blown down. Damage 
of this nature cannot be easily estimated 
in figures. Some of the largest and fin- 
est trees in the Park, and in fact in the 
vicinity of the City of Terre Haute, were 
destroyed,—trees that were grand, sol- 
emn, imposing and majestic. and as old, 
if not older than the city itself. Injury 
of this kind, requires time, and the 
greatest amount of care and attention to 
the young trees now growing up, to re- 
pair. 

The Park was cleaned up as soon as 
possible after the storm, and the up- 
rooted trees were sold to the Gun Stock 
factory. The Superintendent immediate- 
ly set out new trees, and by care and at- 
tention will do what Is possible to repair 
the injury already suffered. 


FLOWERS. 


The flowers in the Park are certainly 
very beautiful, and show the care and 
attention which has been given them by 
the Superintendent. About two thousand 
new flowers were planted in the Park 
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during the year 1901. For additional infor- 
mation regarding the Park, see the re- 
port of the Superintendent, which is sub- 
mitted herewith. The following bids were 
received for furnishing and setting out 
the flowers, according to the plans and 
specifications on file:

Under present conditions, the 
wha secures the privilege must 
furnish and erect his own stand. 
It is the sense ОҒ the Board that 
a permanent refreshment stand 
Should be built by the city, out of the 
Eeneral fund. A sultab'e and substan- 
tial building could be erected for a mod- 
erate sum. and it would pay for itself in 
a few years. Improvements of this kind 
have been recognized in the larger cities, 
long ago, and have been made self sns- 
taining. This city has been slow in this 
matter. where hut little is required to 
make it thoroughly up-to-date. 

The appropriation to the Park account 
for the vear 1902 is not sufficient to ena- 
ble the Board to state that this idea will 
Бе carried out this vear. but as the Су 
progresses steadily іп the line of im- 
provements. as it will. we anticipate that 
the matter will command your direct 
consideration before a long while. 


FOUNTAIN. 


The large circular, drinking fountain 
which was formerly in the intersection 
of Second street and Wabash avenue. 
was removed therefrom. dressed down 
and re-set in Collett Park, under can- 
tract with Mr. R. B. Roberts, for the 
sum of $7450. The Park has long been 
in need of a faumtaln. and this improve- 
ment wil add much to the beauty and 
advantages of the Park. 


STORM. 


The storm of June 28, heretofore referr- 
ed to under “Trees” not only destroyed 
the trees, but also destroyed a number of 


one 


benches and settees. The damages was 
considerable, but as far as possible has 
been repaired. It was owing to this un- 
looked for expenditure of money, to re- 
pair this damage, that an additional ap- 
propriatlon was required to meet the 
Park expenses for last vear. 


MUSIC 


To Мг. Thomas С. Naylor and family. 
constituting the Nayior Orchestra, is 
due the thanks of the Board and the city 
for the excellent music furnished the 
city, and the publie іп general, durlng the 
hot afternoons and evenings of the 
summer months. The music was fur- 
nished without any cost whatever to 
the city, and we have no doubt was duly 
appreciated by those who spent the days 
and evenings in the Park, for recreatton 
and pleasure, 


SETTEES. 


The seating capacity of the Park was 
increased during the year by the addi- 
tion of fifty settees. These settees were 
each four feet in length and cost fifty 
cents per foot delivered ut the end of the 
Street Car line on north Elghth street. 


They were purchased from the Terre 
Haute Electric Company.

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CEMETERIES 


AM matters connected with the man- 
agement of the two city cemeteries, 
Highland Lawn and Woodlawn, have 
been carefully and satisfactorily conduc- 

d during the past year. 

d EUREN Faubstantiat and much needed 
improvements were made at Highland 
Lawn cemetery, as follows: 


PUMPING STATION. 


A decided improvement was made in 
the manner of pumping and distributing 
water. The water is distributed at the 
cemetery in the following manner: There 
are two tanks in service, of 300 barrels 
and 500 barrels capacity, respectively; 
these tanks are elevated to a height 
which causes the water to be distributed 
over the entire cemetery by force of 
gravity; heretofore the tanks have been 
filled by wind power when that was 
available, but when !t was not available. 
the tanks had to be filled by hand power; 
this required a great amount of labor and 
time which could have been devoted to 
other cemetery work; the Board there- 
fore asked for, and recelved. propositions 
for furnishing artificial power for filling 
the tanks; four propositions were re- 
ceived; one provided for electricity. two 
for gasoline, and the fourth, for steam 
power; after a thorough investigation of 
the matter, it appeared to the Board that 
the proposition to furnish steam power 
was the most satisfactory; this proposi- 
tion was submitted by Prox and Brink- 
man, of this city, and was as follows: 
Said firm agreed to furnish and set in 
place at the Cemetery one Marsh No. 303 
pumping outfit, complete and connected, 
all for the sum of $215.65. The proposition 
was accepted and the contract awarded 
to said firm: the pumping outfit was 
placed in position and is now in use: the 
water is now pumped from the pond at 
the Cemetery hy steam power into the 
tanks; the work is done in much less 
time and with much less labor and ex- 
pense. The improvement will pay for it- 
self In due time, by the saving jn time 
and labor heretofore required. 


HITCHING POSTS. 


During the year several hitching posts 
were moved from Woodlawn to Highland 
Cemetery. This improvement has been 
badly needed at the Cemetery and Is very 
much appreciated. The posts were moved 
from points in the Old Cemetery where 
they were no longer In use, and no incon- 
venience jn the least will be caused at 
the Old Cemetery by their removal. 


ROADS 


The roads in Highland Lawn Cemetery 
have been improved during the year by 


grading and macadamizing the same 
with crushed stone. The roads have 
needed improvement badly for a long 


time. and the Improvement will Бе es- 
pecially appreclatea by those having oc- 


casion to make use of the roads during 
the bad weather. 

It is estimated that about 317.70 cubic 
yards of crushed stone will be used in 
completing this improvement. 


WATER MAINS. 


The water mains at Highland Lawn 
Cemetery have been extended а short 
distance; this extension of mains will be 
continued from time to time, since the 
facilities for furnishing water have been 
increased. 

The Temple Israel congregation and 
the Hebrew Burial Association petitioned 
the Board for permission to extend the 
water mains {п Highland Lawn Ceme- 
tery to the Hebrew Cemetery and agreed 
to place two hydrants along the line of 
the extension for the use of the city. 
The petition was granted. and the City 
agreed to furnish the water free of all 
cost to said petitioners, on the following 
conditions :— 

That said petitioners pay the entire 
cost of said extension, do all work under 
the supervision cf the Superintendent of 
Cemeteries employed by the City of 
Terre Haute, and place sald two hyd- 
rants at the points indicated by said 
Superintendent. The petitioners accep- 
ted the conditions imposed, and the work 
has been completed.

LIGHTS 
The lighting of the city for the year 


1901 was very much bettcr than for the 
year 1900. Тһе number of lights out dur- 
ing last year was about one-third the 
number out during the year 190. Тһе 
greatest per cent of lights out occurred 
during the first six months of the year;

INCANDESCENT LIGHTS. 

During the last year many petitions 


were received by the Board asking that 
electric lights be piaced at different 
points. In some cases the conditions 
were such that as much light was neec- 
€d as could be given, in others the condi- 
tions were such that а large arc 
light was not absolutely necessary, but 
something that would furnish a good, 
steady light, even though it was not of 
such high candle power, would be suf- 
ficient. 

To suit these conditions, and to light 
the city as well as possible with the least 
possibie cost, the Board adopted for 
use, a small serles incandescent light of 
thirty candle power, and ordered 
these lights located at such points where 
a large electric arc light was not neces- 
кагу. These lights have given general 
satisfaction, and seem to furnish suffl- 
cient light at the different points where 
they have been placed. They cost $25.00 
per year. The electric nrc lights cost 
$75.00 per year. The incandescent lights 
are not located in the center of the street 
intersections, but are placed in the street 
corners and hang near to the ground. 


Theseo Hghts were located at the fol- 
lowing points: 
Fourteenth and Third avenue; Ninth 


and Locust streets: Thirteenth and Syca- 
тоге streets: Ninth and Crawford 
streets: Thirteenth and One-half and Ea- 
gle streets; Seventh and Mulberry streets; 
Kighth and Cak streets; Sixth and Park 
ftreets; Fifteenth and Poplar streets; on 
First avenue between Thirteenth and 
Fourteenth streets 

The lights in the city at the present are 
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located about two squares apart; this 
pan has been faund to be satisfactory 
in most cases; in some cases, however. 
where the danger of accident and inju.y 
was greater than іп others, “ue ta the 
dark shadows east by the trees and higa 
bufidings, it has been found desirab'e t» 
p aco the lights one square apart: in such 
cases the small light has been used and 
arpears to be giving entire satisfaction.

the City. In consideration of this agree- 
ment. the city has placed and will pay 
for the arc light placed at the above in- 
tersection: the question of payment 
arose fram the fact that Maple avenue is 
the northern boundary of the city Hm- 
its. and consequently as the County re- 
celves as much benefit fram a light loca- 
ted on the boundary line, as the city 
does. it 1s to be expected that the County 
wou!d pay one-half the expense. "There 
was a pressing necessity for a light at 
this point, for the safety and protection 
of those emp'oyed at the new manufac- 
turing Industries in the north and north- 


east part of the city. and also for all 
thoee who have occasion to cross the 
railroad crossing at that point. 
PETITIONS FOR LIGHTS. 
Petitions have been filed with the 


Board asking for the location of tights at 
other points. in addition to the locations 
already mentioned. All of the petitions 
could not be granted, but several of them 
are now under the consideration of the 
Board.

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Collection and Disposal 
of Garbage. 


The collection and disposal of the city 
garbage has been conducted during the 
year 1901, with less expense, and with 
better results than any year sjnce the 
installation of the crematory. 

We cannot speak too highly of the 
ability of the men who now have charge 
of the crematory. Mr. John Doyle, who 
assumed the superintendency of the insci- 
tution іп 1900 is still in cnargs. In April 
of 1901, Mr. Hayward Howell, who was 
assistant under Mr. Doyle resigned his 
position on account of his health. and 
Mr. John Kiely was appojnted to succeed 
him. Both Mr. Doyle and Mr. Kiely are 
practical furnace men, and since their 
appointment have demonstrated their en- 
tire ability to thoroughly handle and 
manage a furnace in every way, includ- 
ing repairs and improvements. 

Mr. Doyle has introduced an improve- 
ment to the furnace which is saving 
many dollars jin repairs to the city, 
besides time апа labor. It is an 
improvement not only on the condition 
of the furnace when he assumed charge 
thereof, but also on the original con- 
struction of the furnace as it was in- 
stalled by the Brownlee company. While 
the improvement is simple and nat com- 
plicated, it is nevertheless very effective; 
it is of Mr. Doyle's own origin, and re- 
flects credit on hls ability. 

According to the original plan of con- 
struction of the furnace the garbage 
when dumped therein rested upon jron 
grate bars, which extended across the 
furnace from side to side. Here it rested 
until consumed; these grate bars lasted 
only for a short length of tlme, and 
would then be burned out; it was 
necessary to replace them immediately 
for the support of the garbage, before 
the burning could be completed; it has 
often happened that in the midst of a 
rush at the crematory in the busy season 
of the year, the grate bars being burned 
out, would break, and fall down. at times 
when the furnace was well filled with 
garbage. and allow this garbage matter 
to fall through and choke up the furnace. 
On oecasions of this kind. the garbage 
would have to be raked back in the fur- 
nace and the broken grate bars rep!aced: 
this work would have to be done by the 
теп. while the garbage matter was 
burning. and in the midst of the heat. 
steam and offensive odor; work of this 
kind. as will be readily appreciated by 
every one. was extremely hard and un- 
healthy. Mr. Doyle's improvement on 
this condition of affairs is as follows: 
Trstead of the grate bars which have al- 
wavs been used. he constructed  hrick 
arches of fire brick from one side of 
the furnace to the other; they commence 
about two feet on elther side of the fur- 
nace. and extend across at intervals of 
about every six inches. to the end of the 


furnace; in the center of the furnace, he 
left six grate bars running parallel with 
the brick arches; these are placed in such 
position that they can be removed when- 
ever necessary, for the purpose of allow- 
ing the men to clean the furnace or do 
any other work on the inside; the gar- 
bage now rests upon these brick arches 
instead of the grate bars, and under 
these arches the flame passes which con- 
sumes the garbage; since the introduc- 
tion of this improvement, no repairs have 
been found necessary. ‘The work of 
constructing the arches was done by the 
men themselves. The change was made 
with but little expense to the city, and 
that, for material only; no grate bars 
have been bought since its introduc- 
tion. While the improvement may appear 
to be simple, it is nevertheless the best 
that has been made since the Crematory 
was built. and will save the city much 
expense formerly caused by the expendi 
ture for materjal, time and labor to make 
repairs: it is a permanent improvemcnt 
and will last for years. 

The crematory is doing all the work 
necessary now, easily and most satisfac- 
torily; it is fortunate for the city that it 
is in such good condition; the growth of 
the city and the increase In its popu!a- 
tion will probably continue stead!lv from 
now on and will increase “һе amount -f 
work which will be reou'tred of the ere 
matory; it ìs certainly a source of satis- 
faction to feel. that 1? co-ducted in the 
right manner. the institution can be re- 
lied on to do the work.

GARBAGE WAGONS. 


As indicated in the report of the Board 
Рот the уеаг, 1900. the Board had the gar- 
bage wagons of the city thoroughly over- 
hauled and repaired last year. and had 
each wagon equipped with a Na, 12 sheet 
steel drain in the rear end of the wagon. 
‘This improvement has proven to 
te а good one, and is very sat- 
jisfaetorv. Most of the water Їз now 
drained from the garbage Into the drain 
in the ратһаре wagon and let out. hefare 
the garbage Is dumned !nto the furnace 
at the Crematory: this henefits the fur- 
nace in two wavs. frst: Tt prevents the 
hot castings and other iron parts of the 
furnace from heine crac*ed by coming in 
contact with the сма water: and second: 
The water beine drained from the gart- 
bage, enables the furnace to burn the 
гагһаже much more eas!!v and effective- 
Ау. The total improvement to the war- 
ons. includine all renalrs and cost of 
drains was $121 55. The work was done 
by O'Brien & O'Connell of this city. 


CITY DUMP. 


The ground on the west side of the 
river and south of the Mactsville grade 
owned and used Һу the city for dumping 


purposes, against such use of which, ап 
injunction was granted by the Vigo Cir- 
cujt Court, is again being uscd by the 
city for dumping purposes, subject to 
certain conditions imposed by the order 
of the said Circuit Court. For further 
information regarding tne settlement of 
this matter, sce the report of the City 
Attorney. 


FERTILIZER. 


The fertilizer from the Crematory it 
being more and more used as a terti izing 
agent. This fertillzer is the material 
which is left in the furnace after the gar- 
pase has been practically consumed. Tt 
is taken from the furnace by the men 
at the orematory, and piled up at the side 
of the building where it is held for sale 
to any and all! persons, at the rate сї 
from fifty cents to one dollar per load, 
according to the number of loads taken. 
A total of twenty-one loads and one bar- 


re!. was sold during the year, for the sum 
of $17.00. 


CREMATORY BUILDING. 


A new roof was rlaced on the crema- 
tory building during the year; it js a 
slate roof with galvanized iron coping, 
and is very substantial. The contract 
was let for the sum of $130.00. This im- 
provement was needed badly as the old 
roof was practicaliy gone, and the fur- 
nace and interior of the building was be- 


ginning to suffer injury from the rain 
and srow which came іп through the 
holes and openings above.

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Public Buildings 
And Grounds 


In general, all the public buildings and 
grounds owned by the city and in charge 
of the Board of Public Works, are in sat- 
isfactory and first class condition, with 
the possible exception of the City Hall. 
Some improvements have been made, but 
none of any particular importance. 
Everything has been well taken care of 
and looked after. 


GRAVEL PIT. 


The ground owned by the city, lying be- 
iween Third and Sixth streets and Sev- 
enth and Eighth avenues, used ав a 
gravel pit, is being taken care of and 
looked after by Mr. George Smith, tn con- 
sideration of the Board allowing said 
Smith to erect a “shanty” on sald ground 
for the purpose of living therein. 


CITY HALL. 


The City Hall building is in fair condi- 
tion. The exterior of the building needs 
painting badly, especially the wood-work. 
The tin-work ou the roof is defective and 
snould be made new. Repairs have been 
made during the year but these will last 
only for awhile, and always cost more or 
less when made. 

An additional appropriation of $260.00 
was asked for during the year for repair- 
ing the boilors. The appropriation was 
made and boilers were repaired. They 
are now in frst class conditlon and are 
giving satisfactory service. 

The wall paper on the entire second 
floor of the building, consisting of seven 
Office rooms, one hall, and the Council 
Chamber, was cleaned during last sum- 
mer. Тһе contract was let to Mr. Geo. 
Davy for the sum of 48. The work was 
done very satisfactorily and has added 
much to the general appearance of the 
second floor.

It is generally provided іп al! contracts

Drinking Fountains |

This removal was made when the Terre 
Haute Electric Company extended its 
tracks from Third street west on Wabash 
avenuc.

Coal.

It 
was further agreed in the contract that 
if the city So desired Peerless Linton 
Lump Coal would be furnished by said 
Contractor for the sum of $190 per ton.

Franchises. 


No applications for franchises were re- 
ceived by the Board during last year. 

The position of the Board regarding 
franchises Ін the same as stated in our 
report for the year 1900—that franchises 
are valuable and should be paid for by 
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those desiring to acquire them, and 
should not be given away indiscriminate- 
ly by those having them in charge. 

They are publie property belonging to 
the citizens and tax-payers of the citv 
and are simply held in trust by 
elected or appointed to manage and gov- 
ern city affairs, and should be protected 
and cared for as sacredly as all other 
matters which form a part of municipal 
government. It will continue to be the 
policy of this Board to grant special 
rights and privileges, only upon the pay- 
ment to the citv of a reasonab'e and suit- 
able compensation for the same, until the 
eitizens and tax-payers by direct ехргез- 
sion establish the fact that it is satisfac- 
tory to them to have their officials grant 
such rights and privileges free of all 
compensation and cost.

Report of City Civil Engineer. 


To the Board of Public Works: 
Gentlemen:—I herewith submit for your 

consideration a report of the transactions 

and conditions pertaining to the Engin- 


eering Department of this city for the 
year ending December 3ist, 1901. 
STREET IMPROVEMENTS. 
The streets have been much benefited 


in the last year and are now іп a better 
condition than at any time іп the history 
of the city, special attention having been 
given to maintainling old streets. South 
Seventh street which has been such a 
bone of contention was finally resurfaced 
with asphalt and js now a splendid thor- 
vcughfare guaranteed to last ten years. as 
also north Seventh from Wabash avenue 
to Cherry street, the balance of the as- 
phalt paved streets have also recelved at- 
tention and are now practically free from 
serious defects, 

Considerable work has been done on 
Wahash avenue pavement made neces- 
sary chiefly on account of the frequent 
cuts and openings. So much of this work 
has been done that the surface of the 
street presents the appearance of a crazy 
quilt. The endurance of this pavement 
is really surprising considering the vic- 
jous assaults and heavy traffic which it 
has sustained. However. the pavements 
in places show sign of giving way in ex- 

tended area and the time is not fu~ 


tant when it will become necessary to 
take up considerable portions and entire- 
ly relay them.

Liberty avenue from Twenty-second to 
Twenty-fifth street has heen completed 
and has given relief to a section of the 
city which has long been waiting. The 
adoption of the combined curb and gutter 
on this street 15 the first Instance of it. 
being used on grave! Macadam streets іп 
this city. It certainty adds to the ap- 
реагапсе of the street and affords рег- 
fect drainage, being prohablv the hest 
article in the curb line which is offered 
for suburban streets and driveways. Rut 
ав T suggested in mv last report It shout? 
be constructed under rlgi? inspection and 
by some competent and experienced 
viorkman. Fonrteerth and one-half 
&trect from Chestomt ctr-et to Sveamore 
street has been improvei by gradine. 
EBraveling. and curbing the roadway ~h 
stone and paving the sidewalks with 
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cement concrete, making it up to tlie 
standard of well improved streets. 
Cherry street from Second to Ninth 
street will be completed in the early 
spring and this street which has been so 
unsightly in the heart of the city will be- 
come a favorite to the traveling public. 
Much adverse criticism has been made of 
the material which will surface the road- 
way of this street, originating to a great 
extent from parties who are laboring un- 
der the impression that this block paved 
surface will be similar to the old wood 
block pavement known as Nicholson 
Pavement. Any person laboring under 
this impression ean not be blamed for 
condemning іё as this Nicholson Pave- 
ment was a dismal failure. But exper- 
ience Is demonstrating that wood when 
properly treated makes the finest wearing 
surface of any material yet introduced. 
Indianapolis, Ind., Toledo, O., Boston, 
Mass.. Springfield, Mass.,and other cities 
now have streets jmproved with creosoted 
wooden blocks and the report from them 
are unanimously favorable. It was quite 
unfortunate that the improvement could 
not have been completed in the time con- 
templated, but all the efforts of the offi- 
cials in charge could not disentangle 
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some of the peculiar snarls which have 
hindered the rapid prosecution of the 
work. However, but little inconvenience 
has been sustained by resident and busi- 
ness parties along the street, access to 
the free use of the street beimg denied 
but a short time. 

Many ой gravel Macadam streets 
which have an frregular surface could be 
materially improved by breaking up the 
surface and reshaping it, and in some 
cases adding a small amount of new ma- 
terial to give good crown. 

The condition of the alleys is in some 
instances quite deplorable on account of 
the continued deposit of ashes and other 
refuse matter by the abutting property 
owners. This material soon becomes а 
solid dam obstructing the drainage and 
impounding water which soon becomes 
stagnant and quite objectionable. 

Several unimproved streets in the  ex- 
treme suburban districts the abutting 
property owners on which have petition- 
ed for improvements of same have not 
been granted on account of imperfect 
drainage. The streets in these districts 
are being rapidly built up and it is be- 
coming quite necessary that the improve- 
ments asked for be made.

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SIDEWALKS. 


The method adopted last year for the 
improvement of sidewalks was continued 
in the present year with the same satis- 
factory results. Nothing was ordered 
except cement concrete. The following 
streets were ordered improved by paving 
the sidewalks with cement eoncrete: 

Twentieth street from Wabash avenue 
to Liberty avenue. 

Walnut street from Second street to 
Ninth street. 

Poplar street from First street to Sev- 
enteenth street. 

Sixth and One-Half street from Swan 
street to Hulman street. 

Fifteenth street from Poplar street to 
Oak street.

Curbing the old improved streets with 
stone has continued to a greater extent 
and the effects are beginning to be not- 
iceable in the better appearance of the 
whole street.

This gives ample room for all require- 
ments on suburban streets and has been 
highly satisfactory in every manner.

The construction of sewers has contin- 
ued with undiminishing proportions ad- 
hering very closely to the plan adopted 
in the Gencral System.

The system should be com- 
pleted in the thick!y populated districts 
as ranid!y as possihle, building remote 
suburban extension only when neces- 
ary for the improvement of the streets 
or the relief of districts which tmpound 
storm water.

Report of the Suoverirten- 
dent For the Year 
1901.

To the Honorable Board of Public Works 
of the City of Terre Haute:— 


Gentlemen:—I herewith submit my re- 
port for the year ending December 31. 
1901. 

During the year 1901, the Park was kept 
in good condition and ín thorough keep- 
ing with the reputation jt has long  en- 
joyed among the citizens tn general, as a 
place of pleasure and enjoyment. 

TREES. 

The trees in the Park suffered very 
much from the storm of last June. 
Twelve (12) small trees and forty-five (45) 
large trees making a total of fifty-seven 
(57) trees in all, were blown down. This 
was a severe loss to the Park, and one 
from which it will take a long time to re- 
cover. 

A donation was made ta the Superin- 
tendent of Parks, of $30.00, by one of 
Terre Haute's charitable and philan- 
thropic citizens, (whe desires the name 
withheld), for the purpose of buying new 
trees. This donation was gladly accept- 
ed, and seventy-five new trees were 
bought and set out. 

The trees which were blown down were 
Sold to the Gun Stock factory for the 
sum of $71.25, which amount was turned 
over to your Honorable Board. 

FLOWERS. 

About two thousand new flowers were 
set out in the Park during last year, of 
different varieties 2nd colors. The flow- 
ers in the Park last summer were cer- 
tainly very besutiful, and are always of 
за much assistance in making the Park 
an agreeable and inviting place for recre- 
ation. Those floxers, which it was not 
possible to keep during the winter months 
were sold; the sum of $7.60 was realized 
from sueh sale, which sum was turned 
over to your Honorable Board. 

IMPROVEMENTS. 

The men's building and the work house 
were both painted and repaired last year. 
and are now in first class condition. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 


I would respectfully recommend that in 
the Spring of this year. Prospect Tower 
be repaired and thoroughly overhauted. 
The building needs painting badly, an4 
the roof is also in need of repair. 

I also recommend that the fence along 
Maple Avenue be palnted; ít is In need 
of painting, and would improve the ар- 
pearance of the Park very much. 

I would further recommend, that if the 
Board can see fts way clear so to do. a 
refreshment stand of a permanent nature 
be constructed: this would be а progres- 
Sive and substantial improvement. апа Т 
think wil! he h!zh!y appreciated bv tre 
general publie if the opportunity ің given 
the public to experience its conveniences 
and good points.

Report of the Superinten- 
dent For the Year 
1901. 


Terre Haute, Ind., January 1, 1902. 
To the Hionorable Board of Public Works 
of the City of Terre Haute: 

Gentlemen:—I have the honor to here- 
with submit to you my report as Super- 
intendent of Crematory, for the year 1901. 

The crematory is in very good condi- 
tion, and is doing all the work that it is 
expected to do. Everything is working 
smoothly and satisfactorily, and the 
garbage із being burned regularly, and 
thoroughly. 

This satisfactory condition of affairs 
was only attained after making several 
improvements on the furnace, the most 
important of which was the following:— 

Instead of the iron grate bars which 
were formerly used in the furnace for 
the support of the garbage, brick arches 
are now used. These arches are con- 
structed out of the best fire brick. and 
are bullt across the furnace from side to 
side; the garbage rests upon them while 
being consumed; they do notrun the 
length of furnace, but extend across ~it, 
and are built to either end of furnace from 
a pojnt about 2 ft. 4 in. on either side of the 
center thereof; they are about eighteen 
in numiber, and are about 8 inches wide 
on top and about 4 ft. 9 in. across; a space 
of about 6 inches is left between each 
arch. Тһе fire brick are practically in- 
destructible, and will last for many years. 
"The arches have proven to be of much 
More value than the grate bars. The 
cost of repairing the furnace has been re- 
duced. by doing away with the grate bars. 
and the work of burning the garbage can 
now be done much moro effectively —the 
danger of delay from burned out grate 
bars being now entirely eliminated. 

In the center of the furnace a space 
about 4 ft. 9 in. by 4 ft. 4 in. has been left 
provided with grate bars: these bars were 
left so as to facilitate the work of clean- 
Ing out the furnace. Тп connection with 
thls I would suggest and reccommend that 
a movable arch be constricted for use 
in the center of the furnace, instead of 
these grate bars which are now heing 
used; this arch should be constructed aut 
о? fire brick. with iron clamps. in such a 
manner that the clamps. lined on the 
under side with the fire brick, extend 
from either side of the furnace to the cen- 
ter thereof, and there he wedged ta- 
gether with a wedge hrick: eight clamns 
would he sufficient. each about 2 ft. ? in. 
lang and abnut 3 in. wide on top. This 
arch would facilitate the cleaning of the 
furnace verv much. ae it would be con- 
strneted so that it could he easity removed 
when cleaning the furnace. and could be 
easily set hack !n place when the clean- 
ing of the furnace was completed No 
grate bars have been bought since the 


new improvement was introduced. 

Another one of the causes for the fur- 
nace not working right for awnile. was 
the failure of the flue to furnish the 
proper draft. Upon investigation the 
flue was found to be entirely choked up 
with the scurf from the coal and had the 
draft almost eompletely shut off. This 
condition of affairs was discovered after 
digging through а 4 foot brick wall. and 
knocking out 400 or 500 brick. About a 
wagon load of scurf was taken from 
around the flue opening. showing that 
this part of the furnace Най  nrobablv 
never been cleaned out before. The draft 
is now working all right, and everything 
is running smoothly. 

ROOF. 

The slate roof that was put om the 
building at the Crematory. was a substan- 
tial improvement that was badly needed. 
The interior of the building, especially 
the floor had been already damaged bv 
the rain and snow which came through 


the roof. 
FERTILIZER 


Twenty-one loads and one barrel of 
fertilizer were sold last year. The sales 
appear to be increasing as the people be- 
come aware of the fact that the city has 
this fertilizer for sale. 


ANIMALS. 


There were forty-eight 
burned in the Crematory 
year.

WAGON REPAIRS. 


The repairs made to the garbage wag- 
ons were quite an Improvement. The 
drains now take most of the water from 
the garbage before jt is dumped into the 
furnace; this is a good improvement. as 
it avoids the danger af the furnace, man- 
hole rims and castings. belng cracked 
and injure? hy coming i contact with 
the cold water. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


I would recommend that the rims in 
the twa west manholes he repajred im- 
mediately. They are in a dangerous con- 
dition and should receive immediate at- 
tention. 

Т also repeat my recorhmendation re- 
garding placing a new brick arch in the 
tenter of the furnace. 

ASSISTANTS. 


Mr. Hayward Howell. the assistant 
superintendent of the Crematory, when 
Т assumed charge. resigned in April of 
last year. оп a2count of his health. His 
successor was Mr. John Kiely. Mr. Kiely 
is a very competent and able furnace 
man. and was a valuable assistant in 
making the improvements which have 
been made during the last year. 


CONCLUSION. 

T desire to extend my thanks to your 
'Honorable Board for vouh co-operation 
and assistance rencered me in the per- 
formance of my work.

EQUIPMENT. 


rhe entire equipment! of the denartment 
inc'uding buildings and apparatus is in 
a first class and satisfactory condit'on. 

The responsibility and the work of the 
Jepartment 18 increasing with the growth 
cof the city. The extensive building up 
and improvement of the North and North- 
east parts of the city has again called 
attention to fact that another fire house 
is needed for protection of property in 
that vart of the city. We would recom- 
mend that a fire house be built on the 
city ground at 18th and Wabash avenue. 
This additional fire house would place the 
department on the proper footing and 
мота insure its competency to hand'e all 


fires, по matter іп what part of the city 
they occur. 


HOSE. 


The hose supply of the department was 
increased during the year by the addition 
of 160 feet of “National Jacket” cotton 
hose, and 300 feet of “Lion” rubber hose: 
the cotton hose was bought for nincty 
cents per foot with a discount to the city 
of twenty ner cent. (9): the rubber hose 
was bought for $1.00 ner foot, making a 
total expenditure of $104.00 for hose. Tt 
is probable that more hose wilt have to 
be purchased in the near future, as the 
fires which the department had ғо contend 
with during the last year were extremely 
hard on the hose and destroyed some en- 
tirely. 

HOSE TOWER. 


The Board recommends that the hose 
tower be torn down and that no more 
money be expended in repairing ít. At 


the present time it js not in the best con- 
dition, although it was repaired last year. 
We do not believe that the service rend- 
«red by the hose tower justifies the  ex- 
penditure of the amount of топту which 
would be rcquired to place the tower in 
the proper condition. 

We would further suggest that the 
lumber in the buildlng be used in the 
ercction of smali hose towers, as far as 
possible; we believe that better results 
would be obtained by the building of a 
smail separate hose tower at each fire 
house. than by maintaining the present 
large tower. 


FIRE ALARM SYSTEM. 


We cannot too high!ly commend the 
present splendid condition of the fire 
alarm telegraph system. The system 


during the past year has been in better 
condition than ever before. and has rend- 
ered the best of service to the city.

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

I would call your attention to the re- 
commendations I made in my last report 
and I would recommend the following:— 
That there be a hose tower built in each 
of the fire houses;by so doing Ithink that 
you could get better resuits from the 
hose in service as each company having 
two changes of hose, say 1,600 feet,would 
not have to leave there respective houses 
to change and would give the property 
owners better fire protection, and the 
companies could be held responsible for 
the proper care taken of the nose in their 
charge. 

I would recommend the building of a 
fire house on the city’s property in the 
east part of town as that locality is very 
much in need of better fire protection. 

I would also recommend the purchase 
of one “Hook and Ladder’ wagon and two 
second class “Steam Fire Eugines" The 
Hook and Ladder to be placed in the No. 
2з engine house at the corner of fourth 
and Farrington as that would take all the 
long runs off of the ‘‘Aerial Truck” and 
give that part of the city better fire pro- 
tectlon and would keep in reserve the 
“Aerjal Truck” for the business part of 
the city, and to place the “two engines” 
in the business part of the city, as in a 
case of a large fire we are not prepared 
to handle it with the "engines" now іп 
use. І would also insist оп my former 
recommendation of the purchase of & 
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“Storage Battery" to take place of the 
present system as it would be the cause 
of saving a vast amount of money to the 
city as the cost of keeping the present 
system is very expensive. The only ex- 
pense of "Storage Battery" is putting it 
in and about $60 or $70 а year for current, 
and an “eight or ten Circuit Repeater” 
to replace the one now jn use as it Is 
not capable of doing the work in case 
there are more fire alarm boxes attached 
to any of the circuits now working over 
the present repeater.

In closing this report I take pleasure 
in thanking your Honor and the members 
of the Council and through you all 
of the Cwuncil and through ай .

Dear Sir:—I notice in this morning's 
paper that the Ohio street case is men- 
tioned and that it will probably come up 
for consideration at a meeting tomorrow 
(Monday) night.

in all the years of litigation this is the 
best decision the city has ever been able 
to receive and it may be reasonable to 
pay this sum for the privilege of open- 
ing the street and establishing the cities' 
rights to the same but at this time I 
would hesitate to vote this amount of 
money 1$60,000.00 from the public trea- 
sury without first feeling the pulse of the 
people as to their wishes in the matter. 

We are upon the eve of à municipal 
spring election at which time the exped- 
lency and consistency of spending this 
money could be settled without expense 
to the city and І consider that final ac- 
tion taken before this time to be pre- 
cipitate. 

If І were present at a meeting called to 
consider this matter I would offer a re- 
solution referring this question to the 
spring election and instructing the elec- 
tions committee to prepare ballots which 
will allow the people to vote for or 
against. 

In doing this I believe the greatest 
good to the greatest number would be 
served and nt the same time allow the 
people to say how thelr money shall be 
expended.

To the Mayor and Common Council. 

Gentlemen:—In answer to the request 
for an opinion on the question as to the 
right of the City of Terre Haute to regu- 
late the loading and unloading of freight 
and to regulate the hauling of freight, and 
to regulate the compensation to be paid 
therefor. will say that upon a full investi- 
gation of the matter. I find: 

FIRST—That the Act of the State Legis- 
lature of 1901, being ‘‘An Act concerning 
Street Railroad Companies, granting acdi- 
tional rights and powers therein specified. 
and matters relating thereto. and declar- 
ing an emergency.” approved March 11, 
1901, found in the Acts of 1901 at page 461. 
is in full force and effect, and that while 
there is no repealing clause in said act, 
vet the law is. that the last Act of the 
Legislature upon a given subject repeals 
bv implication all former Acts upon the 
same subject. that are contrarv to the 
provisions ef the latter Act. Where both 
Acts can not stand together. the last Act 
rerea!s all former Acts. whether there is a 
renealing clause or not Tf the rule was 
Otherwise. we would have our books full 
of laws whith would be diametrically op- 
posed to each other. 

SFCONTD—The sixth clause af Section 1 
of said Act. gives to Street Rallwav Cam- 
panies, who have the right to сатту pas- 
pengers over and throngh the streets of a 
ritv the right to carry freieht and prop- 
»rty for compensation. This is true even 


though а contract exists between the 
Street Railway Company and the City. In 
fact, the Act was passed for the specific 
purpose of giving to inter-urban street 
railways the right to carry frejght and 
property, where there was a contract ex- 
isting at the time of the passage of the 
Act in question between Cities and Street 
Railway Companies; because, the Act it- 
self does not grant the right to any Com- 
pany to use the streets of a City for any 
purpose. Therefore, a company, who has 
no rights, obtained from the City, in the 
streets, prior to the Act of 1901, would re- 
ceive no benefit from the Act of 1901. So 
that, said Act was passed for the benefit 
of inter-urban lines who were іп the same 
situation as was the inter-urban line en- 
tering the City of Terre Haute. 

That the legislature has the power to 
grant such rights, there ean be no doubt 


For, as laid down in ''aliott on Roads 
and Streets," “municipal corporations 
have no general or inherent power to 


create corporations, and it is only to such 
corporations as are created by law that 
they can grant the franchise of maintain- 
ing and operating street railways. Muni- 
cipal eorporations can not authorize the 
occupancy of che public streets for rall- 
way purposes unless the Act of incorpor- 
ation confer such power, but it is not nec- 
essary that the power to authorize the изе 
of the streets by railway | companies 
Should be granted in express terms, for 
where a municipal corporation is granted 
a full and general control over the streets, 
it may license their use for railroad pur- 
poses. Where such control is vested in 
& municipality no street can be used for a 
railroad without the consent of the mu- 
nicipalitv. except, of course, where the 
Legislature does direct!y authorize such 
use." Other authorities might be cited in 
support of the proposition, but the rule is 
so well established, it does not seem пес 
essary. As we all know, the streets belong 
to the State, or to the public, and the Leg- 
islature has control of the same, and the 
Citv can not even pass a valid ordinance 
making it a penalty for the obstruction of 
a street within the limits of the City. 
THIRD-The Act of 1901 does not іп any 
manner limit the power of the City to 
regulate the running of cars апа to en- 
force all reasonable regulations contained 
in the franchise granted by the City to the 
Street Railway Company. nor does it їп 
any manner limit the power of the City to 
pass and enforce all ordinance permitted 
to be passed by sald franchise, nor does 
it in any manner limit the power of the 
City to make such reasonable police regu- 
lations as the City has the power to en- 
force, in so far as such power ін delegated 
to the Citv by the laws of the State of Tn- 
diana. In other words, the Act of 1901 
does not in any manner. as far as T have 
been able to discover. limit the power of 
the Citv as to regulations, except that it 
does give the right to the Street Ral'way 
Company to haul property and freight 
where the right existed prior to the pass- 
age of said Act. to carry passengers. 
The act of 1901 does delegate to the City 
of Terre Haute, а power that did not ex- 
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ist prior to the passage of the Act, that 1s, 
—the right to regulate the tolls and com- 
pensation to be paid for the transpo.tation 
of passengers and property. This power, 
however, does mot give to the City, the 
right to regulate the compensation to be 
paid for the transportation of passengers, 
as that has already been fixed by the 
franchise granted to the Terre Haute 
Electric Company; and the power granted 
to regulate tolls and compensation for 
Carrying freight, js of very small, if any. 
benefit to the City, as the City would have 
the power and authority to regulate in a 
reasonable manner the tolls, or compensa- 
tion, to be charged by the Company with- 
in the limits of the City: as it would have 
no jurisdiction outside of the City, the 
Company could charge what it pleased 
for freight after it left the limits of the 
City. In other words, you could regulate 
the prices to be charged only for freight 
received and delivered within the limits 
of the city and not what might be hauled 


beyond the limits of the City, after it had 


left the limits of the City, nor could the 
City regulate prices to be charged for 
freight to be hauled into the СІНУ: they 
could fix a reasonable compensation for 
hauling freight through the City, only. 

T'OURTH-The C'tv has also the right 
to regulate in a reasonable wav. the re- 
ceiving and discharge of frelght. What 
would be a reasonahle regulation. would 
be very hard, if not impossible. to define; 
because, as the Courts, sav, each particu- 
lar case must stand upon the facts in such 
сазе. To give an illustration: Suppose а 
merchant would deliver to a freight car a 
small bundle, at the corner of Fifth strect 
and Wabash avenne, where it would prob- 
ably take very little or no time, to de'tver. 
апа where the person making a delivery 
to the Street Rallwav Companv would he 
carrying a package that is ordinarily car- 
ried upon and along the street everv hour 
of the day. would the Courts hold that it 
would be a reasonahle regulation to nec 
quire the merchant to deliver such a "ack- 
age ouside of the City Mmlts to a freight 
Station. or else prohibit him from sending 
the package by freight? Om the other 
hand, would It be reasonable to suppose 
that a merehant would have the rieht to 
drive his delivery wagon. full of n&^Vages. 
to the corner oY Fifth street and Wabash 
avenue. and there deliver his packages to 
the Street Railway Company? 

Would that not be an unwarranted use 
of the streets? 

„Т am not answering either of these ques- 
tions: T simply suggest them fnr the nur- 
pose of showing how difftenit it mioht he 
to enforce an ordinance upan this smibject,

Since 
the passage of the Act of the State legis- 
lature of March lith, 1901, giving Street 
Railway Companies operating interurban 
and suburban lines the right to carry 
freight in cities, until the latter part of 
January of this year, this Company act ng 
within what it was advised and believed 
to be its legal rights, spent a large amount 
of money equipping itself for such pur- 
pose and engaged іп tha carrying of 
freight within the city limits in connec- 
tion with its interurban line. This was 
done with the full knowledge and acquies- 
cence of the general public and the city 
authorities, No question of the Com- 
pany's right to do so was ever presented 
to the company officially or otherwise. 
until the matter was presented to the 
City Council] for the avowed purpose of 
coercing the company in mntters affecting 
its relations with some of its former em- 
ployes. Indeed, the company was not 
earrying freight at the time of the action 
of the City Council and had not been for 
several weeks, solely because of condit- 
tions brought about by the same influ- 
ences which prompted the original reso- 
lution of Councilman Reinbo!d question- 
ing the right of the company to carry 
freight. 

It is the purpose and desire of this 
Company at all times to keep within its 
legal rights and to co-operate with those 
charged with the duty of administering 
tre Citv government, for the upbuilding 
of the city and the promotion of the pub- 
Ne welfare.

was very conservative, for the ` reason, 
that the cost of maintaining the streets 
and alleys for the year 1901 was but a few 
dollars less than $18,000.00 and during that 
year south Seventh street was in such 
condition the greater part of the year, 
that it could not be cleaned but has had 
to be cleaned this year; and for the fur- 
ther reason, that Cherry street from Sec- 
ond to Ninth streets, being in the course 
of improvement, would, when finished, 
make one additional paved street for the 
City to keep clean this year. 

In making the appropriations for 1902, 
the recommendation of this Board that 
the sum of $18,000.00 be appropriated was 
cut down to 315,000.00, and that amount is 
the total amount appropriated for the 
maintenance of the streets and alleys of 
the City for this year. 

We all recognize the fact that the City 
of Terre Haute is growing and is spread- 
ing out; its limits have been enlarged, the 
number of citizens is eing steadily in- 
creased, and the use of the streets anf 
alleys of the city becomes greater with 
our increased development. 

It is therefore unreasonable to suppose 
that a greater amount of work can be ac- 
complished with a less amount of money. 

The Roard of Public Works, therefore, 
respectfully recommends that the sum of

to the council that all courts of last resort 
have decided that such a requirement is 
illegal and null and void; that the effect 
of such a provision is to limit competition 
and to ereate а monopoly; that all con- 
tracts let in pursuance thereof would be 
illegal, and that such à requirement, in 
the language of the lllinois Supreme 
Court, page 194 of the 177th Lilinois, fol- 
lowing a long line of decisions on the 
same question, ‘‘constituted a discrimina- 
tion between different classes of citizens” 
that no legislation could enact into a 
statute because it would be in conflict 
with the constitution of the state and 
consequentiy would be null and void. 

The city council cf Alton, Ill, on Aug- 
"ust $th, 1398, passed a similar ordinance to 
the one under consideration here at this 
time providing that thereafter all city 
printing should be awarded to oniy such 
printing houses or shops as employed 
union labor or could show the union label. 
in the case of Holden vs. the city of Al- 
ton, 179th Iliinois, page 318, the Supreme 
Court decided that this ordinance could 
not stand out and that it was null and 
void, as it would be an arbitrary exclu- 
sion of a portion of citizens from the priv- 
ilege of contracting with the city, for the 
sole reason thit they are not members of 
an association. 

Your committee feels, therefore, that 
the City of Terre Haute would certainly 
become involved in a troub:esome and 
expensive law suit if it was sought. to en- 
force such a requirement and it feels 
that it would be unwise to do so in the 
face of numerous Supreme Court decisions 
from many states holding such a provis- 
ion to be null and void.

The laws governing Street Im- 
provements as now framed is found 
to be cumbersome and inefficient. Defects 
detrimental to the welfare of the cities 
were aiso found in other laws, which 
should be amended. With that in view, 
the Municipal League appointed a Com- 
mittee consi-t.ng of five Mayors, of which 
The Honorable Henry C. Steeg of this 
City is a member, to assist in securing 
such legislation as may be necessary to 
amend .he laws of the State governing 
Cities, so as to correct present defects 
and all the Cities Attorneys are members 
of said Committee, acting as an Advisory 
Board. The Committee composed of three 
Cities Attorneys are now preparing a bill 
governing Street Improvements and are 
also preparing such other bills as will 
remedy the present defects in the laws. 

The next meeting will be he'd on the 
second Wednesday in November, 1903, and 
Terre Haute was honored by being se- 
lected as the place of meeting. 

The Honorable Frank M. Buckingham 
of this City was elected as Local Secre- 
tary of the League. We are of the opinion 
that the League is beneficial to the Cities 
that belong to it, for it brings the offi- 
cers of the Municipality in c:oser touch 
and by united effort will be able to ob- 
tain remedial legislation.
